A NOTABLE DEFECTION. 

Why One of tlie Delegates to the Great 
Liberal Convention Has Left the 
Opposition Party. 

Among the Liberals who liavc cut 
their connect ion with the opposition 
party because of their disgust wltli the 
tactics of tlie present leaders, is Mr. 
Daiiiell McNeill, formerly a member of 
Mr. Fielding's government in Xova 
Scotia, iind appointed a delegate 
from that iirovinco to the gmat Liberal 
convention at Ottawa in 1893. Mr. Mc- 
Neill is now a firm and enthusiastic 
supporter of Sir Charles Tapper's gov- 
erntnent, and in an able speech deliver- 
ed in Antlgonish last week, lie set forth 
the reasons which had . induced him to 
make the change. In part, he spoke as 
follows : 

" ililhei-to I liavegiven all the support 
I CDiild to the party led by Mr. Wilfred 
l>iiurier. I entertained a very high 
opinion of that gentleiiian, btit that 
opinion has entirely vanished, iiiid for 
this reason, lie seernH to be Keeking a 
(!iy ujion which he can olitain votes, 
irrcHpective of the coiiEeijiience.s to the 
countrj', 

'He seems now to take hold of the 
question of the Manitoba schools 
one upon which he hopes 
to ride into power. (Cheers.) 
Well, if any elector in Canada 
can with a clear conscience sup- 
port a man who" will make use of 
a question that is calculated to create 
dissension and discord among the people 
of this country, in order to get into 
power, I have very little confidence in 
such an elector. I have very little con- 
tideiice in the conBcienco of any man 
who can stiiiport such a leader. If he is 
cit])able of appealing to the religious or 
racial prejudice of any class in this 
country for the purpose of obtaining con- 
trol of the reins of ijoverniiieiit, he would 
be a daiigerotiH man to preside over the 
afhiirs of this country. 

" J have hitherto supported the policy 
Mr. Laurier had atone time on the trade 
quoBtion. To-day, in rending the re- 
ports of the speeches made by the leader 
of the Liberal party, I cannot come to 
any conclusion as. to what is their policy. 
Some are really advocating the policy of 
the Conservative party, .wiiiie otliers are 
urging the adoption of a different policy 
altogether. They really have no policy. 

" My reason for supporting Sir Charles 
Tn])per and his government to-diiy is on 
iu;cotint of the vacillating, the shilly- 
shally policy of the Liberals in re- 
gard to the trade question. (Cheers, 
Not only that, but I disapprove of 
the dangerous course that Mr. Lau- 
rier iias taken upon the trade question."

Ottawa, June 3.— The Liberals have 
sprung' their stupid story of "ro])tilo 
fund" too soon. Here at the Capital 
where people know, something of the 
public procedure and manner in which 
subsidies are granted to railways, the 
Globe's story is laughed to scorn, ' 
Latest Grit roorbach is that an 
atteiiijil is making to deapoil the Can- 
•adian people of $10,000,000 or .'i;l2,000,000 
by a secret order-in-cotincil passed on 
the pretext of granting aid to sixty dif-, 
ferenr railway enterprises scattered over 
the whole Dominion. 

This is what the Journal s.iys of the 
above: " The Journal has been unable ' 
to learn that tliere is any foundation Tor 
the insinuation, nor does there seem to ■ 
be any possibility tha' subsidies can be f 
legally voted in such a shape as to be 
available early enough for campaign 
purposes. The article probably refers 
to the granting of cash subsidies 
to enterprises such as the Hudson's 
Bay railway. \Vhil.e no iiart of the ' 
subsidy woulil be available for campaign 
purposes, as none of the work could bo 
completed in time, still the prospect of 
the expenditure would be of political ad- 
vantage. So far only land suheidies 
have been granted to this road, 
but Ixird Aberdeen would not apjirove 
an order-in-council niakini; such a tyrant 
at the ])resent time. The only thing the 
government can do in such a case is :tO 
promise to pass such orilers if they are'"' 
returned to power. In the case of the 
Hudson Bay road it is understood that 
what Sir Charles Tupper has pro- 
mised is . to give $8,200 per . mile . 
from Gladstone to the ' Saskat- ' 
chewan. There may be other • 
promises of a similar character; but 
from what can be learned Lord Aber- , 
deen has not sanctioned any such orders 
as the Globe refers to, and without the 
a])provfil of the Governor-General there 
can be no order-in-i-otincil. ICven witli 
his approval tliere could be no expendi- 
ture of money until sanctioned by act 
of parliament." It is certain that their 
roorbach will die a premature death.

Broken ypan Will Be Laid Out in 
Position for tiie Jurymen's 
Inspection. 



Ueforo goiiij? on withtlie cxninination of 
witnesses at tlio bridge inquest yesterday 
morning the suggestion wns made and 
adopted tliiit the Viirious iiartHof the broken 
Kpaii sliould l)c hiid o'l t us nearly us pos- 
sible in position so that the jury could get 
an idea of where the various timbers and 
irons were in the structure. This was ac- 
cordingly ordered by the Coroner. 

H. JO. ] lutchiiLsoii , the first witness of t he 
(lily, siiiil he hi.il l)i'eii roreiiiaii for the tniiii- 
way company since Miiy 2; his duties were 
to i'oUow out the su|)erinteinleiit's instrnc- 
lions; he liiid l>eeii busy on reeniiHtniction 
work since he was appointed ; he had the 
road bed and trestles to look after lint not 
the bridges; he was well aeiiiiaiiited with 
car construction and never saw a i)latforni 
•breakdown with the weight of jiassenger-i ; 
the cars were strong enongii to eurry all 
the passengers that could he jiut on them ; 
it was tisiud on all the roads lie worked 
upon to allow as niiiny peojili! to get 
on the cars as they eoald car- 
ry; it was not cuslonuiry lor 
peoi)le to hang outside the platforms, l.)Ut 
Jic never remcinbered seeing rules about it ; 
he had no reason to suspect I'oint ICIlirc 
bridge was not safe ; it was part of his duty 
to see to the safety of the tramway perman- 
ent way; nothing was said to hitn about 
looking after the bridge: he did not know 
who was looking after the bridge ; he bad 
examined the tramway trestles near Kscpii- 
malt, but had nut Ixired the tindiurs as he 
liad not had time yet since Ills ajipoint- 
ment; it was not a " thorough examination 
as no examination would be thorough with- 
out boring the timbers; the outside of tim- 
ber may sometimes look sound while the 
inside is rotten ; that is a matter of uomniou 
knowledge among men ip connection with 
lumber; he could not tell just how long it 
would take for timber to rot; that depend- 
ed on the conditions of how the sun or rain 
got at it; it should be examined every year 
and a half or two years. In a bridge like 
the Point Kllice the timber would begin to 
rot lirst where the iron rods went through 
or where it lay on the iron at the ends; his 
opinion was that of a practical man not 
a bridge expert; he was not sure how long 
iir tindiers would last without becoming 
dangerous; the putting of atirrups round 
the floor beams was better tliau boring 
them to put irons. through, as the timber 
•would not rot as fast; boring also weak- 
ened the timber, and the rotting might go 
on where It was not visible to the naked 
eye; he, liowever, was not a bridge expert 
and was merely giving his own opinion. 

Ilcdiey Chapniai; was formerly manager 
of the trainwa}'; he became manager in 
February of last year; his duties bad been 
to look after the general alfairs of the com- 
pany; everything was directly under him; 
he had a sunerintendent under him to 
whom he gave instructions. Bock Bay 
hridge had been considered unsafe for the 
simimor traflic and he commmncated about 
!March, 189.">, with the city council. In con- 
sequence of this, Aid. Jlumphrey and Hall, 
of the then streets committee, met him at 
the bridge. As a. matter of precau- 
tion, during the heavy tralilc of 
the twenty-fourth of May, 1SU5, he person- 
ally was at the power house to see that 
each car went separately over the bridges. 
The council and the tramway company 
jointly repaired the Hock Hay bridge; the 
council agreed to find the labor and lumber 
and the tramway company were to pay 
^100 and tu put down T rails instead of the 
old Hat rails While lie was manager he 
Jiad no particular inspection made cd' the 
i'oint iCllioe bridge; there was no limit to 
the number of passengers carried on the 
cars; it was impossible to keep crowds otf 
them; he was not aware of i'oint Kllice 
bridge being repaired in any way. He luid 
some talk with Mr. \yiimot in regard to tlic 
repairing of liock l!ay bridge; it was the 
Kock Bay bri<lge that he considered un- 
safe — not I'oint Kllice; the $ lUO paid by the 
company was applicable to the condition 
of the agreement with the city 
that the compan;- should l;ee]> the road- 
way between tlieir track in lepuir. When 
communicating to the city council lie tie- 
lieved it was to Mr. Wilmot he wrote and 
the visit of the streets coinniitteu was the 
result. During Ins time of olllce he was 
not aware of any repairs being done to 
Point EUioe bridge. If he had consfdei'ed 
Point Ellice bridge needed repair he would 
have written to the city .as he had in the 
case of Hock liay bridge; the tralilc of the 
cars over the bridge would to a certain ex- 
tent contribute to the wear ami tear of the 
bridge: it was because he eoui-idered the 
ilock liiiy hridge iins;ire fur tram trallic 
that he h;id communicated with the city 
and agrce<i to jiay $1U:I if llie city repaired 
the bridge. 

John Grant teslilied that he was mayor 
of the city for the years bSSS to INU 'in- 
clusive; wlicn the tram way got its franchise 
from the city in lti8« by "by-law the city 
liniits did not take in I'oint Kllice bridge. 
The limits were extended in December INK); 
at that time the trams had already been 
.running over the bridge; as a natural 
consequence of the extension of 
the city limits tli(^ city :issunied 
control of all the bridges ami loiids 
within the city, (ieiieially siieaking ilie 
control of the bridges is under the streets 
committee, but tlie city engineer is sup- 
posed to be the bead of all such works; if a 
complaint went to the city council as to a 
bridge it would be referred to the strt^ets 
committee and city engineer jointly either 
to act or to report to the council as the case 
might be. The streets eomuiittee are ex- 
pected to see among other thin);s to the 
safely of bridges and is the channel through 
which the engineer coniiniinicau's with the 
council; if the committee diliered with the 
enginei'r the matter would \w reported to 
the council; the city engineer in a general 
way should havi' ii look out for llu> safety 
of bridges and ought to see that, the bridiies 
were examined at least once a year. The 
city engineer's duty was to report t^) the 
streets comniitlee; the mayor and city 
council were :ilone responsible for the pub- 
lic safety in the city of Victoria iiiul no one 
under them would carry <inl ininortiiiit 
works without iristrucluuis; he diil not 
know whether Toint Kllice bridge w:ih ex- 
amined when the city liniits were extended ; 
he did not remember whether there were 
stated times for bridge inspections during 
his term of oilice. 

Mayor lieaven said he was Mayor in 1892, 
1.193 and during the present year; it was a 
diflicult question to answer offhand ns to 
who had charge of the I'oLiit lOllico bri<lge; 
the bridge was built by the iirovincial gov- 
ernment, and was then onteide the limits; 
when the city limits were extended in IWH 
the boundaries were mentioned as includ- 
ing I'oint Illlice bridge; in 1S!U he found 
that the limits as extended had been 
wrongly described, and a special act was 
■passed remedving this and in delining the 
limits, I'oint Kllice bridge was not men- 
tioned, Point ICIliee Ijriilce having been 
bnilt'by the government itVftS Still a ques- 
tion of law as to whether it belonged to the 
government or the <;ily; us it was well 
understood that the crown never parted 
with its property unless it was distinctly 
nuMitioiied. It was, therefore, a really nice 
point of law a;; to wh\) owned the liridge— the 
city had made alterations and repairs to it. 
In 1892 (not in 1803 as mentioned by other 
'witnoBses) an accident happened to the 



bridge, one of the lloor be.ams being brok- 
en ; the city engine< r found .other beams in 
a dangerous cuudltiun -and the council 
authorized their repair; lie thought the 
city engineer i-ailier lavonxl putting ill tlooi- 
beams of iruii uiid tie- miUier was b'i'i lo 
the council, wbn decided that they should 
Ivc of wood. Witnc-s favored the iron 
beams himself; the city e" 'ineor had the 
bridge at first repiiired and then rejiorted 
to the council that the bridge needed fur- 
ther repairs, which were carried out as al- 
ready stated. The duties of the streets 
committee were to take general charge of 
the roads, streets and bridges; through 
this committee commu.iiealioiis came to 
the council ; the brid(,'es were until lately 
looked after liy the city cariieiilcrhe believed 
undei Mr. Wilniot. r. Wilson, the street 
superintendent, was appoinied ;it the be- 
ginning of the present niiiiith to take the 
briiiges under bis care. \Viii;<ss as mayor 
looked to the city engineer lor the sal'ety 
of the hridges; since the accident the 
.]:imes li;iy briilgi- had been closed to vehi- 
cular trallic until an examination 
was made; the eity engineer then re- 
ported that .lames liay bridge was 
lit for iirdiiKiry tramwiiy trallic, but not if 
t III' cars were heavily loaded. On this re- 
port the eity decided to open the .lames 
Ibiy bridge " ti> veliicubir tnillic but not to 
triimcaiv. lie h;id since then received a 
letter from the tramway's solicitors saying 
that the city had no power to prevent" the 
tramcars operating over .lames Baj' bridge 
except it was unsafe, as the company had 
by slutiite a right to i)ass over it. The city 
engiiii'er having reported the bridue sale 
for ordinary tramway trallic the company 
dispiiletl the right of the eity to preven't 
lliem running their cars iner except the 
bridge was re)ii)rted to be uiis:il"e. The re- 
port of the city for ISHri showed that I'oint 
lOlliee bridge li;iil been inspecleil ami fiuiml 
in good C(.)iidit i'lU ; tbeanniuil iiispei tidii 
was made no d(.)ulit iimlcr the iiistruclions 
of the city engineer; wilm ss' imiu-ession uf 
the Point Kllice liriil;;e bad been 
that it was one of tlic best, within the city 
limits; ho had not known tlia* there wa.-; 
:uiy cast iron rule of the city that the 
bridge should be inspected every" year; the 
city engineer took his instructions some- 
times from the Mayor, senietiiiies from the 
city council ami sometimes fiMin the streets 
committee ; he did not consider it the duty 
of the committee to i-xamiue the bridges";

William Wilson, alderman and chair- 
man of the streets committee', statt'd that 
the coiiiiiinnieatiiiiis regarding street work 
were generally referred to the committee 
by the council and considered at the com- 
mittee's nieetinfjs; if not entailing a cost of 
over 150 the engineer was generally iiuthor- 
ized to do the work ; if larger the engineer 
was directed to make the estimate nii<l re- 
])ort lo the council, lie did not con- 
sider it to be part of the committee's 
duties to inspect the bridges. Mr. 
Wilmolwasthe head iif that ile|)art nieiit 
anil if it was matter recpiiring engineer- 
ing skill and beyond the bridge inspector, 
Mr. Wilmot's duty was to do it iiiiuhelf. It 
was expected of Xlr. Wilmot to send in a 
report of the bridges annually ; as long as 
no particular instance came under the no- 
tice of the committee it was to be presn med 
that the work of the department was going 
Oil Batisfactorily. If he considered that 
any oflicer was"n<it doing liisduty he would 
iniive for his dismissal ; the committee -vvas 
ill 11 good position to tell whether or not 
the ollicers were doing their duty; he had 
never heard as to the I'oint Kllice bridge 
being unsafe iluriiig his term of oflice. 
Witness was prepared to swear that tlie 
council always carried out the rccommend- 
atiiins of the engineer in regard to streets 
anil bridges. ~ ' \ 

The last witness of the day waa a young 
lad, 1,. number. He had been on the front 
platform of the car which met with the ac- 
cident and when they got to the bridge be 
gilt off the car at the motorman's request 
and ran across to meet the car at the other 
end. As he ran he heard the crash behind 
hini, and looking back saw the car disap- 
pearing; (piickening his pace he reached a 
place of safety before the span fell. 

The iiiijiiest was then adjourned till this 
morning at half-past nine.

A CALLOW CANDIDATE. 

At the Liberal meeting held in Nanai- 
nio on Saturday evening, the Liberal 
candidate, Mr. Mclnnes, made a long, a 
very long, speuch. It ia evident that he 
eatimatea a speech by the auniber of 
words it contains, for his Nanaimo de- 
liverance could well be cut down eighty 
per cent, and still contain twenty per 
cent, more information that is useful 
and reliable than he gave his audience 
on that evening. 

In the first place the greater part of 
the speaker's time was occupied in dis- 
cuasing the Manitoba dchool question. 
If Mr. Mclnnes had told his bearers 
what is now undeniable, that the dilTer- 
encea between tliotwopartiesnowon this 
question are so few and so stuall 
as to be liardly wortli discussing, he 
would liave saved his iie.irers -svliatmust 
have been an infliction not very easy to 
bear. I* or instance Mr. Mclnnes oc- 
cupied a considerable proportion of his 
time in describing the condition of tlio 
JIanitoba 6e))ariite si'liools i)ri!viou3 to 
tlie act of 18U0, whicli ubolialied them. 
Now. if lie liad lieen lioiieat with liis hear- 
ers lie would have told tlien; that, whether 
they were good or bad, establislied on a 
sound or an unsound jirinciple, Mr. 
Laurier, bis acknowledged le&der, baa 
emphatically pledged himself if he ever 
gets into power to restore to theCatliolic 
minority of ]\Ianitoba tbe schools 
of wliicli tliey have Ijeen de- 
prived. Tiio j)ledge waa ])iil)licly 
given in tiie city of Montreal 
and elsewhere. Pie afterwards at St. 
Koch's described how they are to be re- 
Btured, viz: by negotiation and concilia- 
tory means, if possible, iuid if tiiese 
means fail by putting in force the sec- 
tions of tlie i\Iaiiitoba Act for that pur- 
pose made and provided. 

Mr. Mclnnes talked quite a whrie 
about tbe uegotiati^ona entered into be- 
tween the representatives of the Do- 
minion Government and those of the 
peoplfi of Manitoba previous to Confed- 
eration. This, as he knowa well, waa 
notliing more than padding to swell out 
his speecli. The result of those negotia- 
tions is the compact entered into be- 
tween the contracting parties ; and this, 
and not any preliminary talk, is what 
those who discuss the question intelli- 
gently liave to look to and to take 
antiioritative. 

The same is to lie said about tlie four 
bills of rights about which Mr. JJcInnes 
inalcea such a fuss. Neither the first nor 
the fourth bill of rights has anything 
now to do with the question ; and we 
have the authority of the Hon. David 
Mills for characterizing tlio callow can 
didate's argument as " prepoatoroua.' 
" No line of argument," snys the Libera 
authority, " could be well more prepoa- 
teroua; one might as well argue that 
nothing contained in the treaty would be 
regarded as part of the treaty unless it 
was disclosed in the diplomatic corro 
Bpondence which preceded the negoti- 
ations. No matter whicli way we decide 
the question in relation to the genuine- 
ness of bill of rights No. 4, it does not in 
any way affect tbe interpretation of the 
section, which is all that we can authori- 
tatively look to." 

Mr. Mclnnea denounced the Bemedial 
Bill in as strong language as he could 
command, but what does he expect to 
gain by iiis denunciation when liis own 
leader, tlie lion, Wilfred l aurier, has 
acknowledged the principle on whicli it 
is baaed as sound. The principal 
fault which he and many of bis sup- 
porters hiive to find witli it is that it is 
not coercive cnougli. Ho coiulemned 
the bill as half-liearted ; and one of the 
ablest supporters bo has— an eminent 
Quebec lawyer — only tlie other day said 
tliat hIio'iUI conciliation fail in securing 
a redreea of tbe grievance of 



tbe Manitoba minority " he would 
insist on a remedial law 
drawn on the lines of the judgment of 
the Privy Council. He gave his opinion 
as a lawyer of thirty years' experience in 
active practice that tbe bill presented 
was inefficient and aflbrdcd no redress 
to the Catholic minority of Miinitoba." 
The man who gave this pledge and wdio 
expressed this opinion waa Mrv' ,Geof- 
fi•ion,candidatefor the representation of 
tbe constituency of Ciiambly-Vercheres. 
With such legal authorities against 
him as Hon. David Mills, Mr, Geoffrion 
and tlio iiieiiibera of the Judicial Com- 
mittea of the Privy Council, the people 
will kiiow what weight to attach to Mr. 
Mclnnes' opinion on points of constitu- 
tional and remedial law. 

The Liberal candidate for the repre- 
sentation of tlie Vancouver District in 
his much padded speech had not one 
word to say about the trade question. 
This is really the most important issue 
before the people. The Manitoba school 
question ia after all one of sentiment to 
a very large jiroportion of the people of 
the Dominion, It has no direct bearing 
on their afl'airs. But the trade question 
is one that affects every man's business 
to a greater or less extent. It will 
matter little practically to the farmers 
of the Vancouver Island district how 
the Manitoba school (luoslion is settled, 
but they will all sailer sei-iously if the 
free trade pulley of tlie Grits is put 
in operation. If the farmers of Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California are 
allowed to flood the British Columbia 
market with farm products which they 
have to sell for a sour; at home, how are 
the rancliers and atock-raisora of Van 
couver District to live? 

Nodouljt the Grit candidate and hi 
canvassers will lell the electors ■with 
every appearance of alncerity that if Sir 
Richard Oartwright is entrusted with 
the reviaion of tiie tarifl", he will leave 
the duties on live stock, meats, dairy 
produce, fruits, grain and potatoes as 
they are, lie will do nothing of the 
kind, lie and the men who will be hi a 
colleagues in the Government are 
pledged to free trade up to the 
hilt. They have not left them- 
selves the smallest loophole to 
creep out by. They must inaugurate 
a policy of free trade or be branded as 
liars and covenant breakers. This ia one 
of tbe planks of the Liberal party adopt 
ed by the Ottawa Convention: 

"We denounce the principle of pro- 
tection as radically unsound and - unjust 
to the masses of the people, and we de- 
clare our conviction that any tarifl' 
cliancea based on that principle must 
fail to aflbrd any substantial relief from 
the burdens 'Under which the country 
labors," 

Sir Richard Caitwrigbtalniost as often 
as he has spokeu on the question has de- 
nounced protection in any form as rob 
bery, and Mr. Laurier has, time and 

again, declared that free trade — English 
free trade — is his ideal. When the Grit 
candidates and cnnvaaaers try to con 
vinco the jieoplo that tbe Liberals, 
if elevated to power, will not 
meddle with the tarifif, will 
not deprive farmers and others of the 
protection tliey enjoy, they are de 
liberately deceiving those wlio hear 
them. The Liberal party is a free trade 
party, and its members are jiroud to call 
theiii.'iclveaso when theycan do it without 
lusing votes. It is only when they want 
to gain the votes of protectionists that 
they keep their free trade policy out of 
sight. 

This ia what Mr, Mclnnea did 
Saturilay. He talked and talked about 
the fii'hool question, with whicli those 
who beard him have little or no con- 
cern ; and he was silent on the trade 
question, which ia of great importance 
to every farmer, every miner and every 
manufacturer in the Province. The 
electors of the Vancouver District are 
not to be gulled by such transparent 
trickery as this, Tbey will, when they 
come to tliink the matter over, see that 
the trade queation and not the school 
question is the real issue before tbe 
country in the present election. 



NOT " CliOSS-KYED." 

Tlio recent utterances of Mr, Laurier, 
Mr, Geoffrion, Mr. Tarte and other Lib- 
erals have really taken the Manitoba 
question out of the political arena, Mr. 
Laurier is for settling the Manitoba 
school question amicably, but if that is 
not possible, he has declared his deter- 
mination to exercise the constitutional 
recourse which the law fiirnisbea — " a 
recourse which I will exercise complete- 
ly and in its entirety." Mr. Geoffrion, 
one of his lieutenants, saya that if con- 
ciliation should fail he will insist on a 
remedial law drawn on the lines of the 
judgment of the Privy Council. This 
is precisely the position that Sir Charles 
Tupper and the Hon. Hugh John Jlac 
donakl occupy. They both want to 
have the queation settled' amicably, but 
if negotiation fails tbey will be ob 
llged, reluctantly, to take the measures 
which the constitution furnishea to re- 
dress the grievances of the minority. 
This being the case the Colonist is not 
' cross-eyed," but the very reverse, wlien 
it gives its support to Mr, Iliiggart'a 
candidature. Tbat gentleman is a 
staunch Conservative; and a resolute up- 
holder of what lias been for the last 
nineteen years the policy ol the Con- 
servative jiarty and tiie Con.oervative 
Govei'nment, Prutectlou is "the car- 
dinal part of the Governiiient'a policy," 
and not the school qiiestion, ami in up- 
holding Mr, Haggart's candidature the 



Colonist is not acting in any respect in- 
consistently. When Mr. Haggart ac- 
cepted the candidature Mr. Ha'slam was 
not in the field, and we were informed 

not likely to be. We did what we 
thought was best under the', circum- 
stances, and we have not changed our 
opinion. ' . . . , . 

LA URIKR'S MANIFESTO. 

Tho Canadian elections are to take 
jilace BO soon;"- says thcLondon Times, 
that no time ia likely to be loston either 
side, and the electoral manifesto of Mr. 
Laurier cannot belong delayed," Nearly 
three weeks have passed since the above 
was written and Mr. Laurier's electoral 
manifesto has not appeared and there 
are no signs of its being issued. Mr. 
Laurier does not favor manifestoes or 
any clear and definite declarations of 
policy. Ilia forte ia speaking. In a 
speech he can express himaelf loosely 
and ambiguously without appearing to 
do so. He expresaea iiimself with such 
an appearance of frankness and candor 
and in audi a winning waj' 
that the hearer when he comes to reflect, 
and when he reads the speech as re- 
ported, is surpriacd to find that Mr. 
Laurier has committed iiimself to so 
little. In an address to the electors Mr, 
Laurier's rhetorical flourishes would be 
out of place, and his charming man- 
ner would be absent. He would be under 
the necessity of making plain and direct 
statements, of saying neither more nor 
Icsa than he means, and the elector 
would have to interpret it as he would 
the address of the coKlest and most mat- 
ter-of-fact politicians. Tliia would nut 
suit Mr. Laurier at all. He would hate 
to be so cribbed, cabined and confined. 
He cannot get along without giving his 
active imagination and his silver 
tongue some scope. Manifestoes may 
do for Sir Charles 'I'upper and other 
prosaic statesmen, but tbey are hardly 
in Mr. Laurier's line. If Mr, Laurier 
issued a manifesto, his supporters in all 
the provinces would have to give the 
same information to the people with re- 
spect to liis policy, Aa it is, his spoken 
utterances being so conveniently am- 
biguous, tbey can tell tbe electors any 
story that may g-ait a jiarticular locality, 
and be able to back it up by something 
that their Irtider may at some time have 
said. A manifesto would put a stop to 
this profitable practice. So we venture 
to predict that there will be no mani- 
festo.

JAMES BAY BRIDGE. 

Consolidated Railway Company Protest 
Against the City Closing It to 
Tramway Traffic. . 

There is a difTerence of opinion be- 
tween the city and the tramway com- 
pany over the action of the city in not 
reopening James Bay bridge to tramway 
traftic. At last Monday night's city 
citv council meeting, a report was re- 
ceived from the City Engineer jironounc- 
ing .lames Bay bridge safe for 
ordinary traflic and also for ordinary 
tramway traflic, "meaning that the 
cars should not be crowded beyond their 
comfortable seating capacity and that 
the rate of speed should not exceed over 
tour miles per hour while crossing the 
bridge." 

Upon receiving this report the council 
decided to open the bridge to ordinary 
vehicular traflic, but to keep it closed to 
tramway traffic until otherwise decided. 

Yesterday the city received the follow- 
ing letter from the tramway company's 
solicitors : 

VicTOEiA, B.C., June 2, 1890. 
To the Mayor and Aldermen, Victoria : 

Genti.eme.v, — As solicitors for the 
Consolidated Railway Co. we hereby no- 
titvyou tnat lliu company ia entitled 
under statute and agreements confirmed 
by statute to onerate their cars over and 
along any bridge in tho (dty. We notice 
that the James' Bay bridge is to be open- 
ed for traflic again after having 
been closed to all but foot passengers. 
W'e also notice that in opening 
same, it has been decided that the tram 
cars shall not bo permitted to use the 
bridge. We would like to be advised of 
tlic reason for the provision that the 
tram cars shall not use the bridge, atthe 
same time pointing out that there is no 
power to prevent. Wo might at the 
same tirae point out that your engineer 
has reported that the bridge may be used 
foi- ordinary tram car traffic. The coni- 
Iiany have to adwise that they have the 
right of user of the bridge 
in the operation of the street 
railway, anil will use same. riie 
duty ti) the city is to see that the bridge 
is in proper condition for sueh user, if 
not it ought to bo at once reported lo the 
conipany. 

The company, therefore, contend that 
there is the right to immediately com- 
mence tho running of tho street cars 
over James Bay bridge, and must dis- 
pute any right of control on the part of 
the city, except it should be that the 
city reports the bridge unsafe; then the 
company will govern themselves accord- 
ing to law.

London, June 3.— Derby day at Ep- 
Bom opened to-day itl UrilUrttit weather 
and with g^ea}; ctowcla ot p6ople present* 
There were sevisral showers during the 
morning, but the rain hiva not nfreofeJ 
the course, which is piououiiuL'd t-o bu 
the hardest on record. Tlio nanul Derby 
crowd assembled. Tlmre wa- tho cus' 
tomnry prMCSsion by road arid Ibe 
riiiniliiir uatherin;; of nondcs'jniUi in tbe 
shape of vehicles, horses and jieople. 
Like last year, tho majority of tho people 
present came by train, specials leaving 
Victoria and Waterloo stations every few 
minutes. On the Downs from daybreak 
the often-pictured crowds agsembledand 
the always joj'oiia scenes were enacted. 
But the holiday element proiier was 
largely oliniiiuUed, as tlio roundabouts, 
shooting galleriea and bimihir atlriictions 
were closed. 

Tlie Prince of Wales I'rrived just be- 
fore tlio lirst race and was greeteii witli 
much eiUhusiasiii. Ilia lioyal llij;h- 
nesa' narty iiichulcd hia tiaut;liters, 
Princesr-eH Victoria and ^land, tlie Duke 
and DucliesH of .Saxi'-ColJoiirgaiulGot.lia, 
Prince Cliarlea of Denniiirk, the Duke 
and Duchess of York, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Prince ChriHtiiin and Princess 
Victoria of Schlcawi^;-Ilolstein, tlie Duke 
of Westminster, the Marchioness of 
Salisbury, tlie lluko and Duchess of 
Devonshire, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, 
owner ot the Derby favorite, St. Frus- 
quin, and the Marquis of Londonderry 
As the Prince ot Wales entered the 
carriage at Downs station, Bomeone in 
the crowd shouted, " good luck to you," 
and the Prince siiiilint^ly acknowledged 
the good wisliua expressed. 

Many people witnessed tho early work 
of the Prince of Wales' entry. Persim- 
mon, as well aa the preliminary gallops 
of other favorites, and everybody was 
pleased to hear that the report circulated 
bj' the Pall Mall (iazctte that Persim- 
mon, the secoiul favorite, had been in- 
jured, was entirely unfounded. The 
Prince's colt did well and looked fit to 
•give St. Frusquin, the favorite, a tiard 
push for the race. Aa the morning wore 
on the crowd promised to beat there- 
cord in point of numbers. 

Eleven horses came to the post for the 
Derby stakes, of 800 sovereigns, for 
" .three-yeav-olds, colts to carry 126 lbs., 
and .fillies 121, the nominator of the win- 
ner to receive. 600 sovereigns aiid the 
owner of the second horse to receive 200 
Bovereiu'ns out of the stake, distance 
about one and a half miles. Among the 
starters were: The Prince of Wales' 
bay colt Persimmon, Mr. T. Phillips' 
brown colt Bay Ronald, Mr. J. II. 
Piatt's brown and bay colt Earwiy, and 
Mr. Leojiold de Kothachild'a brown colt 
St. Frusquin. The horses got away at 
3:23, with belting at the post 5 to 1 
against Persimmon, 111 to 8 on St. Fius- 
quin, to 1 against. Teufel, and .L'3 to 1 
against Earwig. The JJuke of West- 
minster's Kegret was scratched at noon, 
owing to the hardness of the course. In 
the opinion ot the oldest race-goers 
there never was so little betting on the 
Derby as this year. 

Persimmon won oy a neck. Two 
lengths separated St. Frusquin, the sec 
end horse, from Earwig, third horse, 
and Teufel fourth. The time was 2.42, 
which is very fast. Lord Rosebery's Sir 
Visto went last year over a better course 
in 2.43 4-5. Of recent years, from 181)7 
down. Persimmon's time has only been 
beaten once, in 1803, when W. H. Mc- 
Calmont'e Isinglass carried off the blue 
ribbon in 2.;53. 

Guliatan led to the top of the hill and 
then Bay Ronald showed in front. On 
entering the straight .St. Frusquin head- 
ed the string but was challenged by Per 
Bimmon, and a nuiat exciting linish was 
the result. In fact the linish was so 
close as to cause mueli cduinieiit, an 
only the judges wore in a position to tell 
accurately whicli horse was the winner 
Many persons thought St. Frusquin had 
crossed the line first. 

The victory of Persimmon caused a 
scene of almost unparalleled enthusiasm 
about tho race course. The Prince of 
Wales was evidently greatly pleased and 
it was with dilHcully that the police 
were able to make way for him to the 
weighing room amid the greatest ex- 
citement and loud and hearly cheering. 
Just 108 years have elapsed since any 
Prince of Wales won the Derby. Curious 
to add, too, there were also eleven 
starters. 

The news of tho victory of Persimmon 
caused great excitement in London and 
there were large <;rowds ot people at tl 
Victoria station and along the route to 
Marlborough House to witness the re 
turn of the royal party. The Prince was 
accorded a most enthusiastic reception, 
there heing wild and continuous cheer- 
ing, which the Prince srailinnly m; 
knowledged. It was heard from 
tho depot to Marlborough House, 
subsiding only some time after the 
Prince had disappeared from public 
view. During the evening tho Prince 
gave a dinnci- to the nicinbera of the 
jockey club, the nioul liciiig oiio of the 
most Buniptnoiis and brilliant aerveil at 
Marlborough house for many years [jaat 
A au])erli silver ncrvice valued a* from 
$100,000 to ;i^200,000 was used and the 
sideboard was burdened with racing and 
yacliting cups, trophies of the Prince's 
victories won on land and water.

Fost«T) that the articles such us tea. eoU'ee and 
tin were entered free of duty, which means 
tlmt the giivermneat were eoiisiiieriiig tlio In- 
terests of the ina.'-s'js, luidwelind rittlit along, 
year by year, duties striu^k oil' articles which 
wore H grcHt hnrdea totlic people; and we are 
promised that the smiie policy will be continued 
until we huve every Hrlicie in goaeriil use re- 
duced so tlmt we will hiive just enougli pro- 
tection to keoi> our neighbors across the border, 
or any other country, iroiu getting any undue 
advantage over us. We are all awaro that the 
policy of tho United Stiites Is a high proteiaive 
one. They are not In favor ol reciprocity, 
preferential trade they care notliing about, 
unless It Is to their advimtiiKe. Tliey will give 
no preference to us, and what are the Liberal 
party odvocatlng— free trade, free trade, a tarlH' 
for revenue; In fact, when wo Hud tho Liberals 
at their best their poUoy is nothing more than 
what the Liberal Ooiisorvativoa aro carrying 
out at present. Hoar what we have from one 
of ourlooai Liberal papers: 

" A tariff readjustment does not mean the 
wanton destruction of the industrie.i for the 
mere sake ol carrying out a revolutionary pro- 
gramme. The object is to help the Industries 
of the country." 

And yet on tho other hand wo hear them 
crying from one end of the country to the other, 
the policy of tho Liberal Conservatives in pro- 
tecting our natural Industries is giving the 
manufacturers all the beiielits— that tliey are 
the only ones reaping the rich harvest. It Is 
impossible for any government to become por- 
fectin a year, or even 20 years. They ore lindiiig 
BUt daily whnt is the best for the great mass of 
tho people, and I am glad to see that there are 
such promising signs that they will bo returned 
to power by an overwhelming majority. To 
tnose of us who have lived under tho reign of 
the Liberal Conservative government, during 
the last 17 years, and who have felt the great 
benelits l>y the urudual reduction ot the tarlll', 
no argument to the <'onl rary will convince ns 
that free trade will be a change for ilie better. 
I say Ciinadtt for the Uanadinns lirst, Inst and all 
the time. 

The Manitoba School Question is the subject 
that the Liberal party are expecting to ride 
into power by. On this (|iiestion 1 desire 10 
give mv humble jiidgmenl, so that those who 
have given this ucuesirable (lucsllon little 
consideration may see tlmt British fair play 
will prevail at last, w hen .'(Innitoha rLceived 
her Constitutlnn in 1870, the rigiits of .Manitoba 
were protected by law 'I'he iiiiuority at that 
tiiiie \vere ttie I'rotestaiith. After anuiiilKsrof 
years tho sc|iai-ate scIhkiIs dlil not give jn:-tice 
to all. They wurc' found to be a greut liiirdun 
on tlie poor farnu^ts and tlie taxation liecaine 
heavier on tine portion of the i)eoplo tlmn the 
other. The sclinols were not up to tne staiulard 
of our fiublic schools, the teachers were tjelow 
the standard, a spirit of dissatisfaction reigned 
nnioiigsl tlie majorlly, w lio Imd by this liinc 
become rrote^tants, and the Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed the State.Seliools Act. In passing 
tlmt act I consider tlmt they did not give the 
minority that cfoiibMcratioii iba'. the Maritime 
and Eastern provimies hail done. That whs the 
right time tho question should have been 
settled. After six years litigation we find that 
it has become a national question. Remedial 
legislation as brought In by the government 
hns not been endorsed by the country. The 
Liberal party have been divided on the ques- 
tion as well as the Conservatives, and the con- 
clusion that the wisest men in tho country 
have come to is thai tho Manitoba Legislature 
will have to settle the matter in an honorable 
manner to all concerned. I could not support 
Uenieiiial Legislation as brought in by the 
government, but would support any measure 
to give justice to all eoiicerncd, so long as tho 

Eubile scliool system is kept intact. Hon. Mr. 
niirier, while in !).(;., said on two occasions 
while here that we had the bi !<t scIkidI .■ii/stnn in 
the country, and coinmeiKled our i)rovinee 
highly on its advanced school system. Having 
such testimony (and I believe he meant ail he 
said) I have uo hesitation In saying we have 
ala)ui lis perfect a school system as there la In 
any country. 

In coming to provincial matters I believe we 
are on the threshold ot a jirosperous future. 
Our mineral resouiees, from our borders to the 
Arctic Ocean, iiidleato that we have untold 
wealth within oiir Toaeh. lieing allvo to those 
fi.cts, itis our duty to advertise oiy resources; 
to encourage ■■:iigl!sh caiiltal to come and ilo- 
vclop our mine" of precious metals. The federal 
and ].rovincm! governments must do their 
imrts also, and it will he the duty of the mem- 
bers elected Ui Ottawa to see that justice is done. 

I am In favor of the subsidizing of the G.W.R. 
to a reasonable extent, and endorse the aotlou 
of tho B.C. government on this question. 

The extoaslon of tho E. & N. R. should ho 
carried out at once, and the iieces.iary appro- 
priation should have been granted at tho last 
session of our Dominion rariianioiit. 

The farmers of onrdistriel will rcijiiiie the 
oariM'st attention of the local mcml'iT consider- 
ing tlie seattercd eoiiditiou in whicli they arc 
piiuicd along our const, and on tiiis Island. 

Jlarketfl require lo bo e^lablislied In all our 
principal cilles, lac^llilics tor gelling to those 
markets, and rea.'.niialilc rales by railway and 
steamers should bi^ given. As tlie government 
have to assist In this line, it is only rosoii'ib'e 
to expect that they will grant every lacility in 
their power, and v-'hich I shall I'lM'l i! luvdiily 
to urge, should I have tho honor to lie elected. 

Our Postal system requires investigation. The 
growing needs of all imrts of our district by 
railway H and ..-leiuvi.'.r^ arc not what wo require. 
The member for the district will behold respon- 
Biblo in future for atlontlonito our various needs. 
Considering our geogiaphical oondltlon 1 con- 
sider that we will require best consideration 
the Pomlnlon government can give, by making 
liherHl iippropriations for public bnildlngs, and 
for improving our coasts and harbors. 

Hnviiig been 17 years omongst yon I consider 
I have a praetieul knowledi e ol the viirioiis 
v.-aiits of our oistrn^t. If I'lccted I will devote 
mv whole timo to working lor tho best interests 
of all; to unite and hind logetlier all classes, and 
capital and labor in all lis orancties, and will 
not commit m.Nself on any great measure 
bTOtJKht before iniribinienl, ivithout eouBulting 
theeTeotoraof the difltilei. in conchiaiou,! ask 
for the support of all who desire tho pruspeiity 
ol our country.

He Asks for Fair Play for Descen- 
dants of the Manitoba 
Pioneers. 



^Ir. 0. Fairbairii, iiioiiiher for .South 
Victoria, Ont., liaving been reproached 
by Mr. Clarke Wallace for having voted 
for the remedial bill, gave his renpona 
for his action in the following inodeat 
and manly siioedi : 

I dill not iiitenil to siiy a word in tliia 
deliate, wore it not for the reniarkij made 
by the hon. member for West York (.Mr. 
Wallace), a man for whom I hadSthe 
iiighest esteem all my life, a man whom 
r went a long way to oblige, and ii man 
to whom I iiave given a good many 
votes, to keep him in the jiosition he 
now occupies of Grand .Sovereign of the 
Orange order. When that liou. gentle- 
man (Mr. Wallace; Baid here to-night, 
that I was coerced to vote as I did on 
the second reading of the bill, I have a 
riglit to rise iu tliis house and to re- 
buke that reniark of the hon. .gentHeman. 
I want to tell the hon. member for West 
Vork that I tliink I represent JiB inaany 
Orangemen in this House as any 
mail, taking the population accord- 
ing to tlie scjuare mile outside 
of the cities. I say that the Orangemen 
of Canada , are a Ixidy of men that I am 
])roiid of ; a body of men that are a 
cretlit to this country. I want to tell 
that hon. geutleiijaii here to-night, in 
gooii faith and jjt good feeling, that 
there was not one ,maii in .South Victoria 
who. asked me how J WAS going to vote 
on itlus, question. 

I -wjiit also to tell the hon. gentleman 
(Jlr. Wallace) tliat ther« was not one 
member of this government, lOi" not one 
member of this parliament, who asked 
me how I was going to vote. I want to 
tell the lion, gentleman (Mr. Walliujc) 
that my I'rotestant ideas ahd prino'iplee 
arejuetus strong as his, but I am a 
lover of fair play, and the minority in 
.Manitoba have a grievance, and I, as an 
Orangeman, am willing to relieve them 
from that grievance, I tell the lion, 
gentleman that I speak for conscience 
sake in this matter. L have a feeling 
for the men who went to that country aa 
pioneers, and who had the heavens for a 
blanket and only the Bod of the i)rairie 
tor a pillow; and when tlio descendants 
of those people come and ask for fair 
i)lav tro"^^ people of this country, I 
think it'wonlt; l^e a pity if we could not 
give it to them. 

The hon, gentltJhiaii knows as well as 
r do that tlH2 Protestants of that country 
asked that they might enjoy the same 
privileges as tlie Protestant minority of 
Quebec enjoyed, and their request was 
granted by the OftnadiaH government. 
But wb'c.-i the deecendants of the old 
pioneer iin?sionarics of that country are 
reduced to a small minority, and a Grit 
government jreta into power and takes 
away the rights and privileges which 
they had enjoyed under the government 
of this country, 1 say— and I will not 
take back on any pkUforni in Canada 
anything 1 say hero to-night — that these 
men have niy sympathy and therefore 1 
voted that this'trovernment should give 
tiiat minority their rights. The minor- 
ity in Manitoba might have been Pro- 
testant, just as they are Catholics, and 
1 womler Ikjw the hon. gentleman would 
like it if a Protestant minority were 
subject to Catholic schools. l'\ir niy 
part I would not wish it. 1 believe in 
fair jilay ; and when the hon, gentleman 
accuses me, after thirty-five years of 
public life, of being coerced to vote as I 
haveiloiie, 1 draw the lines on that hon. 
gentleman. 

.Mr. Wallace— Did I refer to the hon. 
gentleman? 

.Mr. Fairlniirii — Von referred to every 
menilnM- on this side of the hoii.se. 

.Mr. Wallace — I beg the hon. genlle- 
miui'H pardon. 1 did not refer to every 
tneniber from Ontario. I said there 
were meniliers. 

Mr. I'airbairn — Vou alluded to 
when you loidced at this side oi the 
hoiiHe. 

Ml. Wallace -The hon. gentleiiian 
says I looked at liim. Perhaps I did. 

Mr. Fairbairn — I wish to tell the hon. 
gentleman that it cotnea with bad grace 
from him, with reference to me, at least. 
There was nn more anxious man in this 
house than myself when he was on trial 
a few years ago, and when Sir .A.dolphe 
Caron assenibled his whole forces for the 
relief and saving of the hon. gentleman, 
in the absence of our leader, Sir ,fohn 
Thompson, who was absent on thatmosl 
important mission in connection with 
the Jehring sea question ; and it comes 
with bad grace from him to speak in 



the way he does to-<lay of men who take 
their political lives in their hands on 
behalf of justice. I oiler my regrets and 
rebukes for that kind of lemarlj, when 
it comes near lioiue. I have given a vote, 
and I have L'iven it conscientiously witli- 
oiit being asketl by anybody. After the 
argument made by tbo hon. Secretary of 
State upon the second reading of this 
bill, it seems to me that those people in 
Manitoba should have settled this difli- 
culty in three hours. 

Aa a juror of this country, I fail to see 
tiiat the argument laid down'by the hon. 
.Secretary of State ha-s been answered or 
confuted yet. I, aa a juryman, if sworn 
aa before a court, could not help givinK 
the verdict I did, according to the evi- 
dence presented to this house. Every 
fair-minded man would have to admit 
the same thing, if he was a sv.-orn jury 
Now, I want to say to the hon. leader of 
the opposition that I regret e.'cceediiigly 
that i. as an Orangoniari since the year 
1855, have to stand on the floor of this 
house and vindit;ate the rights of the 
Catliolic minority ill .Manitoba when the 
leader of the opposition will not stand 
up for tlu^ rights of the minority of 
own religion, for the sake of political 
clap-trap. 

1 say aa an honest man, and having 
the courage of my i;onvictions, that it is 
greatly to be regretted that a man would 
sacriflce the rights of his own church 
and his own people for the sake of a 
little political capital. I pity the hon. 
gentleman, I remember very well a 
day or two after the opening of this 
debate, when I was standing up in de- 
fence of the hon. gentleman, and say- 
ing that I was [ilcased to sec bini in 
good health and good form and 
good voice, and that lie hud made a 
good light in such a l)..d caiif.e, always 
having a synipatliy for the " under 
dog," in a [light, ;i nice little curly- 
headed French-Canadian reniarUed ; 
".Mr. Laurier speak well, sjieak long, 
but, my Gotl, he Bay nothing." I agree 
with that bright, black-eyed young 
Frcuieh-Canadian that .Mr. Laurier sjioke 
well, and spoke long, but he saiii noth- 
ing, lie never pretended to answer the 
arguments of the leader of the house. 

I say it is an outrage upon the stabil- 
ity of this country that these people in 
Manitoba cannot enjoy the same edu- 
cational privileges as the Protestant 
minority enjoy in Quebec. ' I would go a 
long way to allow them to have the eauie 
privilege, and I think the least we can 
do is to give them the privilege of put- 
ting their hands in their pockets to pro- 
vide for tiie education of their own 
children. The religious teaching of 
our children is a sacred riglit that all 
Canadians have a right to enjoy. 
Tlie iion. leader of the opposi- 
tion made a remark in his first 
sneecii which I think was in bad taste, 
lie pitched into his clergyman. If ally 
clergyman interfered with anything per- 
taining to my farm I would cross swords 
with him very (luick ; but I think any 
clergyman has a right to look after the 
religious interests of his own flock. 1 
liad not looked at that letter until after 
I had heard the hon, seiitleman'a re- 
marks. Tlien I went and hunted it up, 
ittid I reftlly thought it was very fair, 
and c.'^vc gC'od a<lvice to the hon. gentle- 
man, and iid u'lfi'it he proud to follow-a 
shepherd like t..'*^^' _ , . ' 

Now, .Mr. Chairma:,'/ I do not intend 
to prolong the debate, x ''id not intend 
to say a word until I heard the J'O'nark 
of the honorable member for West ^ " rk 
which I thought it was iny duty to risO 
in my place and contrndict, I pity the 
leader of the opposition for the fact that 
he will sacrifice liis religious principles 
for a little political capital, nothing more 
nor lees. Aa 1 iiave spoken impromptu 
and without notes, I regret that 
I have been unable to do justice to this 
important subject.
